To Keep Track

FRANKFORT — It is becom- 
ing difficult to keep track of 
who’s who in the highest reaches 
of the Fletcher administration. 



result had little use for one 



We have a duly-elected lieu- 
tenant governor — Steve Pence 
— and a newly-anointed lieuten- 
ant governor-in-waiting — 
Robbie Rudolph — who called 
Pence last week to inform him 
Pence’s services were no longer 
needed as secretary of the Justice 
Cabinet. 



At about the same time, 
Rudolph was resigning as secre- 
tary of the Finance Cabinet to take 
over permanently the job of sec- 
retary of the executive cabinet for 
Gov. Ernie Fletcher. 

Fletcher — in Florida for his 
interrupted vacation — appointed 
Brig Gen. Norman E. Arflack to 
replace Pence as Justice secretary. 
Arflack had been deputy adjutant 
general of the Kentucky National 
Guard. 

And Rudolph’s deputy at Fi- 
nance, John Farris, was named to 
the secretary’s job. 

So everyone, it seems, has a 
new job but Pence, who declined 
Fletcher’s request to resign after 
Pence went public with his deci- 
sion not to run with Fletcher for 
re-election next year. Pence also 
intended to give up the Justice 
Cabinet job by Aug. 1, but 
Fletcher — or Rudolph — beat 
him to it. 

Rudolph is Fletcher’s choice 
to run for lieutenant governor in 
2007 in Pence’s place. 

The job of lieutenant governor 
has never been all that difficult, 
and it long has been a fairly safe 
stepping-stone into the 
governor’s office. 

In fact, five of the last eight 
governors prior to Fletcher started 
out in the number-two spot. 

For nearly a century, lieuten- 
ant governors were elected sepa- 
rately from governors, and their 
only constitutional function was 
to preside over the Senate and be 
acting governor when the gover- 
nor left the state. And, of course, 
become governor should the gov- 
ernor die in office. 

That created a situation in 
which Republican Gov. Louie B. 
Nunn had Democrat Wendell 
Ford as his lieutenant governor. 
And even when the governor and 
lieutenant governor were of the 
same party, they usually repre- 
sented different factions and as a 



anotner. 

Essentially, the lieutenant gov- 
ernor spent four years shaking 
hands, speaking to civic clubs, 
eating fried fish and barbecue and 
setting up county organizations in 
preparation for running for gov- 
ernor. 

Today, of course, a candidate 
for governor must select a run- 
ning mate before he or she can 
begin raising money for a cam- 
paign. 

In dropping out of next year’s 
campaign, Pence is forcing 
Fletcher to dispose of funds raised 
for a Fletcher-Pence slate and to 
begin from scratch raising money 
for a Fletcher-Rudolph slate. 

And despite Pence’s insistence 
that he will fill out the term he 
was elected for and work on vari- 
ous issues in his final 18 months 
in office, it’s hard to see him hav- 
ing much of an impact on an ad- 
ministration that already is treat- 
ing him as a pariah. 

If he begins acting like an old- 
fashioned lieutenant governor 
speaking to civic clubs, eating too 
much fried fish and barbecue — 
we’ll know his true intentions for 
2007 do not involve returning to 
private life. 

If he simply collects his 
$130,000 a year in pay and ben- 
efits and is squeezed completely 
out by Fletcher and Rudolph, he 
likely won’t have much of a fu- 
ture in politics, at least on the 
statewide level. 

Pence has made his point 
about Fletcher and his legal prob- 
lems — he might as well have 
shouted it from the cupola on the 
Capitol dome. Fletcher has made 
it abundantly clear that he wants 
nothing to do with his lieutenant 
governor and has replaced him in 
the one important job Pence had. 

It would seem the sensible 
choice for Pence is simply to re- 
sign as Fletcher requested and 
move on to whatever future Pence 
has in mind. 

Otherwise, Pence will be a 
constant reminder of what the 
Fletcher-Pence ticket promised in 
2003 and what it might have been 
for Republicans and Democrats 
alike if not for a whistleblower 
with mounds of evidence of 
wrongdoing in its hiring prac- 
tices. 

Then again, perhaps that’s 
what the lieutenant governor has 
in mind for the remainder of his 
term in office.

I do not know 
the students involved in FBLA at 
this time since I have been retired 
for three years. However, in de- 
fense of their tipping the waitress, 
I can understand most of their 
points of view. 

My students had difficulty 
coming up with money for the 
trips we took. We had fundraisers, 
but still had to put in our own 
money. Money was difficult to 
come by. I do not know if they 
tipped for their food or not. I did 
not stress they do this even 
though the state adviser did. I feel 
that restaurants like Applebee’s, 
Shoney’s, etc. are expensive any- 
way, and the restaurant should 
pay their servers a rate that will 
sustain their living. They should 
not have to rely on tips. I had no 
idea that waitresses and servers 



only made $2.13 an hour. Other 
businesses pay their employees; 
why should restaurants be ex- 
empt? 

On the disorderly conduct ex- 
hibited by the students, I was very 
disappointed to hear the accusa- 
tion that some poured salt and 
catsup on the table for meanness. 
As an adviser, if this happened, 
those students would never travel 
with me again. They would know 
up front that they were expected 
to behave like ladies and gentle- 
men.

This is be- 
cause I got married on June 3 (Pa- 
paw Ed and Granny Marie’s wed- 
ding anniversary) to Joshua 
James. 

I met my husband (a city em- 
ployee) at a city council meeting 
I was covering for the Courier in 
late July - the day before my 
uncle Paul died. What else can I 
say? Josh totally won me over at 
that moment. Sparks flew, and we 
have not looked back since. 

I also found during the past 
year that I am capable of achiev- 
ing my own goals. I graduated 
from Morehead State University 
in May with a degree in print 
journalism. I hated college (and 
sometimes I knew college hated 
me too), but I persevered even 
though I was tempted to forfeit 
many times.

Once a year, we have an 
audit that shows that we are do- 
ing everything legal and within 
the Scope of Work for which the 
grants were approved. 

I believe it is important for me 
to continue to look for grants and 
monies from state and federal 
sources. I keep a list of grant ap- 
plied for at all times. Currently, 
we have applications for Phase 12 
Water, Blacktop Projects, Fire 
and Rescue Equipment, Fire 
Trucks, Operations, Eco-Agro 
Tourism, Downtown Parking Ga- 
rage, and many others. 

We have been approved for 
Bridge Projects, Phase 11, Phase 
11 -A, and Phase 11-B Water 
Projects, some Blacktopping, 
Quilt Block Trails, and many oth- 
ers. All of these projects bring 
new monies into our county, for 
you, the citizens. It allows us to 
do projects that otherwise we 
could not do with our budget.

student who misses anywhere 
from one minute to one hour of 
school is considered tardy,” Gold 
said. “A student who misses more 
than 60 percent of the school day 
is considered absent.” 

Board members also discussed 
calendar criteria and the use of 
bank time for the upcoming 
school year, including “bank 
time,” which the board accumu- 
lates by adding 15 minutes to 
each mandated six-hour school 
day, can be used to reduce the 
number of make-up days required 
to compensate for class days 
missed due to inclement weather. 

“The board has decided to use 
bank time under certain circum- 
stances,” Gold said. “If more than 
10 days of school are missed, 15 
minutes will be added to the 
school day to get out of school 
by May 31 at the latest. If five 
days of school are missed before 
the second week of February, 
schools will be open on 
President’s Day.” 

The board confirmed a new 
substitute teacher program, which 
involves two different levels — 
emergency-certified substitutes 
and non-certified substitutes. 

“The emergency-certified pro- 
gram is for substitutes with at 
least 64 college hours,” Gold 



said. “The non-certified program 
is for substitutes who do not have 
64 college hours, but have gone 
through a separate training pro- 
gram.” 

Board members approved the 
replacement of five heating/air 
conditioning units at Morgan 
County High School. 

“We are replacing the five re- 
maining units at MCHS that do 
not function,” Gold said. “Con- 
tingencies and quotes for the job 
have been accepted from bidders, 
and we plan to follow up at a later 
date. Approximately seven units 
were replaced at MCHS last 
year.” 

The board also awarded bids 
to the Kentucky School Board 
Association for insurance and 
worker’s compensation, Southern 
Belle for milk, and Flowers Bak- 
ery for bread during the upcom- 
ing school year. 

Gold said members also added 
Ison’s Grocery to the 2006-2007 
vendor bid list, which enables the 
board to purchase items from the 
store for school use. 

Board members took no action 
in an executive session regarding 
personnel and site acquisition 
matters, but announced a special 
meeting on June 22 to discuss the 
superintendent’s evaluation and 
contract.

An analysis oi me susceptiDiiny or me west Lioerty water supply to 
contamination is generally moderate. However, there are a few areas of high concern; Cave Run Lake has 5 areas of high concern, 40 areas of medium concerns, 2 
areas of low concerns. Licking River, which supplies water to Cave Run Lake, has 12 areas of high concern, 52 areas of medium concern and 2 areas of low 
concern. A bridge on Highway 519 and a bridge on Highway 460 is the point that poses an immediate threat to the intake should an accident occur that results in 
the release of a substance harmful to humans. Other high concerns are farming sites and farming lands. Farming sites located in the area also present the 
possibility for impact from the application of pesticides and fertilizer. The final source water assessment for our system has been compleated and is contained in 
the Morgan County Water Supply Plan. Copies of our Plan are available from our office. 

Drinking water, including bottled water, may reasonably be expected to contain at least small amounts of some contaminants. The presence of contaminants does 
not necessarily indicate that water poses a health risk. More information about contaminants and potential health effects can be obtained by calling the 
Environmental Protection Agency's (EPA) Safe Drinking Water Hotline (800-426-4791). 



The sources of drinking water (both tap water and bottled water) include rivers, lakes, streams, ponds, reservoirs, springs, and wells. As water travels over the 
surface of the land or through the ground, it dissolves naturally occurring minerals and, in some cases, radioactive material, and can pick up substances resulting 
from the presence of animals or human activity.

MCLGs 
allow for a margin of safety. 

Maximum Residual Disinfectant Level (MRDL) - the highest level of a disinfectant allowed in drinking water. There is convincing evidence that addition of a 
disinfectant is necessary for control of microbial contaminants. 

Maximum Residual Disinfectant Level Goal (MRDLG) - the level of a drinking water disinfectant below which there is no known or expected risk to health.

Picocuries per liter (pCi/L) - a measure of the radioactivity in water. 

Millirems per year (mrem/yr) - measure of radiation absorbed by the body. 

Million Fibers per Liter (MFL) - a measure of the presence of asbestos fibers that are longer than 10 micrometers. 

Nephelometric Turbidity Unit (NTU) - a measure of the clarity of water. Turbidity is monitored because it is a good indicator of the effectiveness of the filtration 
system. 

Variances & Exemptions (V&E) - State or EPA permission not to meet an MCL or a treatment technique under certain conditions. 

Action Level (AL) - the concentration of a contaminant which, if exceeded, triggers treatment or other requirements which a water system shall follow. 

Treatment Technique (TT) - a required process intended to reduce the level of a contaminant in drinking water.

A dye processing plant was 
built in the Cannel City area be- 
fore dye making from cannel coal 
was publicized. A Dr. Pearse, 
English mining engineer and Dr. 
Gage had originally discovered 
the process of making dye from 
cannel coal. Their process was so 
secretive that they didn’t apply 
for a patent in an effort to keep 
the technology secret. The 
Pearsite company was going to 
capitalize on this process and a 
furnace for oxidizing coal was 
built by the John F. Casey com- 
pany of Pittsburgh. The dye pro- 
cess included the oxidization of 
cannel coal and was claimed to 
simlify the extraction of coal tar 
chemicals such as benzene, the 
precursor to aniline and a large 
range of dyes. Today, most dyes 
are synthetic and madefrom coal- 
tar substances such as benzene, 
the veryprocess the Pearsite 
Company was trying to do.t Why 
it failed, who knows’ Maybe the 
scientist spent too much time on 
the tennis court! 

In the early 1900’s, large im- 
ports of dyes which were made 
from chemicals, came from Eu- 
rope to the U. S. These importers 
were skeptical of the new process 
for making dye from coal-tar de- 
clared by the Pearsite company. 
They maintained the only way 
dye scarcity could be over-come 
was for the government to insure 
protection of shipments to neu- 
tral ports. This may have been 
what happened. It wasn’t until 
later that the U.S. had developed 
its own dye industry. 

Cannel City Fails To Become 

The Dye Capital Of The 
World! 

The Pearsite company col- 
lapsed in 1917 before it ever got 
offthe ground.

Dr. Charles H. Gage 
was credited with several patents 
in the 1 920s.

Who were the Germans that 



appeared in Cannel City and dis- 
appeared suddenly? It isn’t clear 
if there was just one German, Dr. 
Gage, or several. According to 
the stories handed down in the 
area, there seems to have been 
more than one. Some thought 
they were spies. It would be hard 
to believe they were “spies” situ- 
ated in Cannel City! (1 don’t 
know what they would be spying 
on!) Evidently the story of 
manutacturing dye by a secret 
process using coal-tar is true and 
made sense. 

The photo in lhe Last Train To 
Jackson is proof of the “Retort”. 
This would have been the Dr. 
Campbell operation. There seems 
to be no proof that the Casey 
Company furnace used to oxidize 
coal was ever put into operation. 
What does make sense to me is 
what Edwin Benton had heard — 
that the Pearsite Company began 
their operation and was paying 
higher wages than Ky. Block 
Cannel Coal Co. This created a 
contlict between the two compa- 
nies and the Pearsite Company 
was “asked” to leave. The fact 
that Dr. Gage was German and 
we were entering into war with 
Germany probably had a lot to do 
with it. 

Not Too Late To Resurrect 
C. City Dye Industry 

It seems simple enough to pick 



up where the Pearsite Company 
left oif In fact, the process they 
never patented is common place 
today. To start a dye processing 
industry in Cannel City today a 
few things would be required, 
such as: an abundance of cannel 
coal for the extraction of benzine, 
a German chemist, a philanthro- 
pist, a slick financier, a good 
mechanic, and a few “well 
healed” investors. Also needed 
would be a public relations man 
with the expertise to promote the 
operation through articles in The 
Licking Valley Courier and The 
Wall Street Journal. These ar- 
ticles would encourage investors. 

Dairy Cheer A Hot Bed Of 
Talent 

Well, I discovered all of the 
personnel required to start up the 
dye industry in Cannel City could 
be found at the Dairy Cheer!! It 
is my understanding there is 
plenty of cannel coal in the Can- 
nel City area, so between sports, 
politics, and a variety of other 
topics discussed around the 
“Loafers Table” we could no 
doubt get a company organized. 
If a group from Delaware could 
figure out how to make dye from 
cannel coal, I am sure we could.

Dissent over use of 
settlement funds to 
aid tobacco growers 

Kentucky lawmakers have 
learned from a top state agricul- 
ture official there is dissent over 
a proposal to set aside for tobacco 
production part of the tobacco- 
settlement money that the state 
earmarked for agricultural devel- 
opment — including helping to- 
bacco growers diversify into al- 
ternative crops and livestock. 

Keith Rogers, executive direc- 
tor of the Governor’s Office of 
Agricultural Policy, told legisla- 
tors, “I’ve learned the General 
Assembly, the agricultural com- 
munity and to some extent the 
Agricultural Development Board 
are divided on this issue.” The 



board, which spends the half of 
settlement money that the legis- 
lature earmarked for agricultural 
development, could vote on the 
proposal at its June meeting. 

The growers’ plan — con- 
ceived as a way to help farmers 
who choose to continue growing 
leaf in the free market created by 
last fall’s tobacco buyout — in- 
cludes a farm-improvement pro- 
gram for tobacco similar to 13 
other model programs, writes 
Marcus Green of The Courier- 
Journal. 

Supporters argue that by fund- 
ing tobacco, the board would 
give tobacco farmers the same 
opportunity others have received. 
They point to North Carolina’s 
recent decision to use tobacco- 
settlement money to explore the 
production of burley tobacco — 



a hill-country crop grown mainly 
in Kentucky — in eastern North 
Carolina.
